SAAS} And thefe doe not proceed of any other 
thing, then of the divers and fundry ‘diforders committed 
many wates, which diforders-every man might very well de- 
fend himfelf fro om, if he would. And thefe diforders which 
ate thus committed are very many, whereof J will name 
you afew, and will tell you alfo of the infirmities which 

follow them: 
There are many which diforder themfelves in their eating,

cometh debilitie ofthe Reins, want of the fight, weaknefs of ° 


the brains, and oftentimes difeafes about the Yard, and o- 
ther kinde of infirmities haaging uponthe-French fickneffe, 
Some diforder themfelves in fifhing, {tanding much in the 
water; and of this accefle cometh coldneffe of the Nerves, 
pains of the legs and feet, and fuch other things which fuch 
acceflé caufetlt. Other fome diforderthemfelvesin hunting, 
in fuch fort, asthey take heat, cold, wearinefs, hunger and 
thirft; of which diforderthere followeth Agues, Opilations, 
Rheums, Numneffe, and fuch like things ; which, with fuch 
diforder and great travell,commonly are wont ‘to bee cauifed. 
And in divers other manners men may diforder themfelves, 
which at this time I will omit, becanféI will not-be overs 
tedious to the Reader. It fufficeth, fo that I fhew the fub- 
{tance ofthe thing, and to doe it, rhat every one may un- 
derftand it. If then the caufes are infinite, by. which infir- 
imities- or ficknefs come, and the remedies a great many more

Fhereis anotherkind 
of Cough thattroubleth much old folke, and that is of a Cau 
tarrhous humour. The third kind of Cough written of by us, 
is that'which cometh to thofe that have the Fever Heétick, 
Alfo there is another kind which is caufed-of the French Pox. 
And thefe-are the foure kindes.of Coughes that do commonly 
happen vnto men and-women.: ‘The firftkind -of Cough that 
happeneth unto man through cold, is eafie to be helped, for na- 
ture of it felf will help it without any other helpe : but if thou 
wilt helpe nature thou maieft with eafe, and that fhall be with 
eating drie and apperatiue meates, and drinking good wine, 
and fo the Cough will goe.away quickly. But the Cough which 
cometh to_ old folk, is canfed of a Catarrhous humour,which 
is nothing elfe but debilitie of nature, for lack of naturall heat, 
the which caufeth the ftomack that it cannot digeft’ his meate 
in fuch order. ‘as it -fhould,: but ingendreth chofe fuperfluous 
humours, that caufethe Cough. And this mutt be helped with 
! : keep- 
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keeping of diet; that is, to. eat little meat, and to ufe thing 
that warm the ftomack and help digeftion, and this thou 
fhalt doe inthis order. Take 3. it. of our Aromatico, which 
hath vertue to evacuate the ftomack, and then ufe our 
Quinteffence of Wine, and. annoint the ftomack with our 
Balm artificiall, and fo fhalt thou help this kind of Cough.

and is full of liquor,lacking one or two inches of the top, 
and when it beginneth to boil through the great heat of 
the fire, itrunneth over the pot: and fo by the like example 
we may fay, that Rifpella is a great alteration of the blood, 
through {uperfluous heat ; and this occafion of heat proceed- 
eth of great quantitie of flegm, that-is in the ftomack; for

Alfo thou fhalt underftand, 
that vomiting: is neceffarie inthe cure of them both; becaufe 
itopeneth-the veins, Alfo oil of Eggs , and oil ef Frankin- 
cenfe, and oil of Linfeed are very profitable to annoint 
them. therewith to eafe the pain. -

A goodly and ¢afie way to help all forts of Fevers according to 


our Order. 


THe Fever Qvotidian or continuall Fever, or any othet-kind ° 

whatfoever, do proceed onely of two principal! caufes,that 
is, of corruption and putrefaction, as you may perceive how 
that when the Fever is entred, the Patient is all corrupted, 
beginning at theftomack, the whichis firft corrupted. For 


proof you may alwaies fee that afloonas aman is fick, pre-.. 


fently 
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fently he loofeth his appetite and cannot eat; afterward it 
cortupteth the blood, for by experience,if you let them blood, 
it is alwaies found corrupted , and not as it ts in a found 
bodie. Itcorrupteth alfo the fenfes, fo that the fick is not {ta- 
ble fenced, nor cannet fleep, or reft by any means whilft he 

“hath that accident. That it is caufed alfo of Putrifaction 
youmay fee by them that have the Fever. For alwaies when 
the Fever-cometh, prefently the ftomack doth putrifie,and {pit- 
teth forth filthy fpittle : Alfo ic doth putrifie the bodie, becaufe 

‘their Excrements that they void are putrified and ftinking more 
then others, and their Urine putrified and alterated from his 
natural! courfe. Thenfeeing the Fever is caufed of corruption 
and putrifaction, there are four things neceflarie to be done in 
the cure thereof. The firft is, to evacuate the ftomack : The fe- 
cond,to purge byurine : The third,to evacuate the bodie: And 

‘the fourth is, to purge by fweat: Which four operations may 
be done one after another with great eafe, and will reftore 
the Patient to his health.. But you fhall underftand, that all 
cannot beholp, for that God almightie hath made us to die, 
and when that time cometh, medicines will-doe no good, but 
ifthat time be not yet come, by thehelp of God, with thefe 
Medicines he fhall-be reftored.to hisformer health. The firft 
thing, asI faid, isto take avomit, which doth evacuate the 
ftomack of choler and flegm,that doth much offend. the bodie 
difeafed: After that, evacuate the bodie with thofe things 
that the Phyfician thinketh moft convenient for that purpofe, 

for there be many purgations to diffolve the body, and to 

evacuate malign humours: After that, make him purge by 

utine. Fourthly, and laft of all, give him medicines that o- 

pen the pores, and that provoketh fweat. And thus with 

thefe four operations, the moft part fhall be holp of that 
infirmitie with great eafe, and in {hort time : And asI have 

faid, this isa moft true order that never faileth, except (as I 

{aid before) when the Lord wil! call them. And as for thefe 

medicines, you. fhall find them written inthis book feverally 

with theix.ufes and quantities.

LT thou wilt help the faid Fevers according to our order:

T Hefe Fevers that are not accidentall, thatis, not caufed of 
a wound or impofthume, or other kind of infirmitie appa- 
rent, are caufed of a certaine humour between the skin and the 
flefh, which would ‘have exhalation <.as youmay fee by ex- 
periencéin this kind of Fever; how. that {weats and boxins is 
very appropriate to their-folution. «And in: this cafe I will 
fhew thee a great remedie, with which after:-convenient purg- 
ing thoumayeft helpe inmannerall thofe kindes:of Fevers. 
And this is thé remedie : Take Ozppaofir;the which is:a fimple 
well known to all the-world; take of that hearba {mall quanti- 
ty, and ftampe it alittle, and lay it. upon the wrift, and bind it 
hard, and there let tt lye untill it have made a blifter full of 
water, which you fhall-break, and there will come forth Sreat 
abundance of water, and by that place the Fever fhall be dif.

Any haye thought that. the Fever Hectick is altogether 
Dl wetcisc and uncurable, and that by no meanes it mi ght 
be refolved : But:becaufeit.is.caufed of, divers and fundry ac- 
cidents, 1 fay that many kindesmay. be helped and cured : For 
I find it may come of infinite caufes, as. aforefaid. There is 
one kind that cometh through the weakneffe of nature it felf, 
and that beginneth to deftroy the Lunges, and that kind I find 
to be incurable, becaufe it is caufed of the evill nature of the 
man, and notthrough any accident, and in that cafe I beleeve 
it cannot bediffolved by any meanes. Alfo there are many 
other Heéticks caufed ofthe French-Pox, of which I have feen 
and cured an infinite, and they are eafie to cure : For curing 
the Pox, the Fever will be diffolved. There is another kind 
that dependeth of a falt humour, and fome other of a Ca- 
tarre, and of many other things.: Therefore if thou wilt help 
the faid Fever, it were neceffary to’ know the true caufe where- 
of it dependeth ; the which in,my judgement is hard to be

- and hot, which'is caufed of melancholic humours corrupt- 
ed and putrified, the which every third day doth caufe that ac- 
cident to come, and beginneth with greae cold and continu- 
eth a goodwhile, and then cometh hort. And this Qartane 
both the ancient Doors, and thefe in our time doe count 
‘a a manner uncureable. Nevertheleffe, 1 that have fought 
alwaies to help. thofe difeafes which were counted uncurable, 
amongft the reft have found the true and perfect cure for the 
OQuartane Ague, and to diffolve the melancholie humours, 
which is donewith three Medicines that are rare and marvel- 
lous to diffolve any Qzartane.. The firft is, Aercurie Preci- 
pitate without corrofive, giving thereof ten grains, with half

much fweat when the accident of the Fever cometh : And 
likewife that diftillation caufeth fuch cold in the Marrow of 
the Reins and Back, and aninfinite of other diforders which 
trouble the bodie greatly. But to avoidall thefe inconve- 
niences, and to diffolve wholly that accident of the Quartane 
according to our order , becaufe I have helped more then 
any Phyfitian of our time. Iwill f{hew thee how-with thefe 
Remedies following thou fhalt help them, though not all, yet 
the greater part truly mott miraculoufly, and the Order to 
diffoive it is thus.

VV Hen the Fevers are new. begun or taken, and that the 
putrefaion is not yet confirmed, then may it be hel- 
ped with great eafe, but after they have taken'their beginning, 
they are hardly helped. Therefore when the Fever is new begun, 
you fhall sive them Sit of our Aromatico fafting in the morning: 
and the next day aboutthe fame hour you fhall give them 3.1. 
of our Vegitabile Sirrup and the third day you fhall give 
them four-Drachms of our Ele&uario angelica with broth, 
the whichtaketh away.the Fever altogether...

The accidentall 
are cured with helping the principal infirmitie : The Heétick, 
is cured by helping of Nature, and preferving-the Liver and 
Lungs from putrefaction : The Qwartane is cured with Vo- 
mits, Undions, Cerottes and drying drinks, and thefe are great 
fecrets to be known : Forin.this Chapter- confifteth a great 
part of Phyfick, and Chirurgery if you confider well thereon.

Here are an infinite of medicines that diffolve the Fever, 
but above all other this feemeth to me of great authority, 
becaufe it helpeth it with fuch eafe, that it isto be wondered at. 
With this remedie through the Divine goodnefs, I have cured a 
reat number,and the Secret is this. You fhail gather in the Mo- 
4 hearb,which the Jtalians do callOrenla,

THe Gout which cometh to men, is a diftemperature and 
alteration, which is caufed of corrapt and undigefted hu- 
mours, and alfo of feeding on meats that nourifh much, and 
thento nfe no exercife, as you may fee by the moft part of 
them that be- troubled with that difeave.

Incho- - 
lerick and melancholte perfons, it cometh with tumours, and 
that is Nodofa. And the caufe of this infirmitie ts, of an evill 
qualitie ingendered inthe ftomack, inthe Liver, and in the 
blood: And the cure thereof, is to eafethe ftomack of that 
evill, and to purge the Liver and the blood, and: to- mittigate 
the pain: AJl which thou mayeft doe with thefe three Reme- 
dies following, viz. our Pillole Adagiftrale, out Unttion for 
the Gout, and our Quinta effentia felutive : for the Pills doe 
difcharge the ftomack, and our Quinta e(fentia folutive purgeth 
the Liver and the blood, and our Uxétiow taketh away the pain, 
for if you remedie the caufe which is onelyione, the effed will .

The firft 
of them isPhlebothomie, which muft be done under the tongue, 
cutting overthwart one of thofe two veines : For that Phlebo- 
thomie evacuateth the ftomocall humours that arecaufe of that 
corruption. The fecond operation thatisto bedone, is to af- 
fubtiliate the grofs and-rotten humours, and to evacuate them 
_ quite. The third operation that is to be done, is to preferve 

nature in good temperature, and to help the digeftion, and thus 
doing, the faid infirmity fhall be extincted.

four times. There is another kind of infirmitie in. the eyes 
that cometh to many, and is caufed of moifture and hea# in the 
head, and that isa rednefs with watering and. great burning: 
And although this be troublefome, yet it is not dangerous to 
heal. For with purging the head and bodie, and with Boxing 
glaffes, and with certain Unctions appropriate. they fhall re- 
main whole. There is another kinde of infirmit.e inthe eie, 
and thatis when the ball of the eie waxeth out of meafure in 
greatneffe, and this is called Dilztatio pupille, the which is ve- 
ry hard toheal. - For my part never faw but one remedie 
that did preferve it, and that is our Bat/amo. Artificiato, of 
the which, you fhall put every night one drop into the eie; 
and it will\doe thee great pleafure, becaufe it is temperate hot, 
and hath a penetrative vertue and refolutative, by the which 
meanes.it doth hinder the relaxation, and preferveth the eie.

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head, and divers other wayes. Nevertheleffe, let ic come 
which way it will, it proceedeth of the head and ftomack, the

with giving them three or four times of our ‘Petra Philofopha- 
Je twelve grains, with halfe an ounce of Sugar Ro/ate, every 
third day once ; that being done, lethim take every morning 
Oil of Virriol sii. grains, with Julep of Violets 3.1, becaufe 
thereis no better medicine in the world that difpofeth the al. 
teration of the blood, then our Petra Philofophale, and the oil 
of Vitrial mittigateth the heat and extinguifheth the accia 
dent. You hall note; that this which have written 1s-not 
underftood of many as I underftand ‘it: And likewife the 
Medicines to ufe in that’ cafe hath not ‘been put in? practife 
of any man,and the caufe is this.

Of difeafes of the Lungs.

Butwhen it is grieved with heat’ and 
drineffe, itisin danger to turne to a Tifick, the which} dit 
eafe caufeth a matito become lean and drié, and keepeth back 
his breath, and fo the one with another they are mortal 
difeafes, fo that there can fcarce be found any remedie; and 
therefore Twill begin with'the firft kind, and then with the 
fecond, and'thén the third; and then with the fourth and fait, 
for the which there is no redemption or hope of life. - But for 
the firft and fecond ,there‘are a number of remedies that’ doe 
help, the which be thefe. Firft, give the Patient of the juyce of 
the Roots of blew Lillies, 311. with A¢e/ Rofarum,, 3-1-1 the 
morning fafting, and that wfe three times, every third day 
Once: That being done,tet him ufe our, E/ixar vite for thit- 
tie Or fortic daies together morning and everiing ; the dofe is 
3. ii. at atime, and alfo put therein every time half’an ounce 
of our ALagno liquore, and drinke it a little warme, forthis 
is. a perfed remedie, with which.I have cured aninfinite num- 
ber in my daies. And of all the Medicines that ever I found, 
I never had any like this, becaufe the juyce of the Lilly-root 
hath vertue attraGive that mundifieth the Momack, and the 
Elixar vite comforteth and-refolvyeth all Ulcers in the Lungs, 
and the Afagno liquore diffolveth the Catarr, and healeth the 
ftomack, for I have proved it.q number, of times, as 1s. faid 
before. I rememberme thatin the year of our Lord, 1557, I 
being in Rome cured ayoung man which was.a Painter, that 
wasin the houfe of the Cardinall de A¢edscz, the which had 
his Lungs ulcerated, and did fpit great quantitie of blood, 
and: hada sreat Catarrand. Cough, and did fpit alfo matter, 
in.the which there was. no hope of life. I-caufed him to

i ie Spleen is never fick but thro ugh other difeafes, as: you 


may fee by experience , how that thofe that have the Fever. 
. Quartane, forthe moft part have. their Spleen alterated and 


hard, and this. proceedeth of evill remperaturé of the bodie 
and Liver, that cannot digeft the humours, and fo Nature 
fendeth them forth in the weakeft parts chat are. moft apt.co 
receive them:. Sothatthe Spleen 4s like a {punge, and. very 
apt to.receive that. humiditie, that Nature cannot diffolve 
otherwife, and fo by this reafonit is moft apt to. be fick. or 
difeafed: therefore if thou.wilt cure it, firft cure the difeafe 
which caufeth that alteration, for that being once helped, 
Nature of it felf will helpthe Spleen without any other Me- 
dicine, and therefore ftrive not to help the Spleenwith parti- 
cular Medicines, for it is vain; but look what kinde of dif. 
eafe the Patient is troubled with, and cure rhat, and then the 


Spleen willheal well enough.And this isthe true way to cure the

a Flux of ‘the bodie is a diftemperatare of the guts and 
ftomack, whichis caufed alfo of an evill difpofition in 
the Stomack, as well as of afl other interiours, and is very 
troublefometo the Patient,and hard tobe helped.

Of Coftiveneffe in the body. 


PiHis difeafeis caufed of great drineffe and aduftion in the 
body , through the which caufe there cometh many 
difeafes: and thatis, that our meat lyeth long inthe body: 
and of that-cometh indifpofition of the ftomack, painesin 
the head , FluxofUrine,. alteration of bloud, augmenting of 
choller, and fuch like. | Therefore ifthou wilt help thefe in- 
conveniences, it.were*neceffary to feek the principall caufe, 
and torcaufe the body to be Joofe: and that thou fhalt doe 
with our Sirrup Magiffrale, ufing it according to reafon 
every morning.

THe caufes of the retention of Urine are many , among the 

which, there are three principally above the reft, and are fo 
manifeft, that every one may underftand them: and are thefe. 
Stones, as well great, as gravell , vifcofityin the Reins and 
Bladder,arid alteration in the pores: And thus through thofe 
three accidents, moft commonly they cannot make water’ the 
which if thou wilt help, it will be fomewhat h ard, becaufe you 
muft underftand the canfe thereof, the which is not eafily done 
of everyman: for he that knoweth not the caufe, canleffe 
help the effe@ , and-hethat knoweth not the effec 3 can leffe 
help them:- Andtherefore; Tay, hethat will help thofethat 
cafinot make water, beeaufe of the {tone in the bladder, he muft 


feringe them to’ take forth the Urine: but if thou wilt help. 


thofe 


thofe that cannot make water through the gravell , you fhall 
sive them our Pillole Aguilone: and then give them a Flint- 
ftone made in fine powder, to drink with water of Saxifrage, 
and thou fhalt feethereof miracles.

much heat, or over-much cold , orthrough too much dri- 
neffe, or too much moiftneffe. . And therefore he that will 
cure thisinfirmity, muft firft know the caufe,and alfo the vertue 
and quality ofhis Medicines wherewith he willeurethem: for 
ifhe doe otherwife, he fhall walk inthe dark, and be asa Di- 
viner: for many have written receipts, wherewith they thew 
to help many infirmities, without giving any reafon at all, 
But to the purpofe of the retention, of Urine, as as have faid, 
that it may come through four principall caufes. So will I 
fhew itinfour Chapters , and alfo their remedies wherewith

He retention of Urine which cometh shrough heat, is 
that which ingendereth the ftone and gravell, for through 
that foperfluous heatitingendereth. And this is one of the 
four caufes of the reténtion of Urine, the whichis helped with 
Inftruments and, Medicines, concerning the ftone. ~ The moft 
certain Medicme is, tobe cutand take it forth. “Neverthe-

T He alteration of Urine that cometh through cold, is that 

kinde which maketh a man that he cannot make water, 
‘without the help of fome warm thing laid uponthe body, and 
‘upon the bottome.of the belly , and the cure thereof is to vo- 


mit thofe cold humours out ofthe ftomack, and to purge the 


body 
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body with folutives of warm Nature , and with warm Deco@i- 
ons ‘ swith the LDeco@ion of Lignim Sanélum ; Of Cardueu Rea 
nedifius , and of Rofemary, and annoyntthe back with our 
Olevm Philofephertm , de Terebinthina , G Cera, , or Oyle of 
Frankincence,or fuch like things that warm the coldneffe.

He‘retention of Urine caufed of humidity, is that which 

caufeth the pores to {well through moiftnefle, fo thatthe 
Urinecannot pafle, asthofe fay, which are troubled with the 
carnofity : which carnofity is not alteration of the pores 
through caufe of humidity. ’ For the way to cure this kind of 
retention . is to purge the body with drying Medicines , as 
Turbite, Scamonie, Euforbiim, Eleborus, and ‘fuch like: and'to 
ufe drying Unctions, as Unguento de Lithargirio, or Balfamo, 
water of Frankincence , Olesm Benedittum Of our invention, 
and fuch like things, and thien eat dry‘méats , and drink good 
Wine ; ‘and’ thus the humidity fiall’be diffolved : So that 
hereby everyone ‘may have théunderftanding of the caufe, 
andthe effect of the fame; and the Medieines. . 


Of the difficulty of Orine , and of whatit is caufed’, with the

iit are divers kindes of difficulty-of Urine , and are 
alfo caufed of divers caufes, as aforefaid, of the which one 
iscanfed ofacorrupt humour of the French Pox, and thisis 
one ofthe chiefeft caufes thatmay bein that matrer. For 
we fee manifeftly , thatthe faid kind of infirmity corrupteth 
the blood, ingendereth evill qualities in the Liver, and diftem-

cqebis Impediment cometh of two principal! caufes, the one 
4 is, through heat and moifture of the bodie, and thisis 
commonly.in young children, which commonly doe bepifle 
themfelves, becanfe. they are by Nature’ hot and moift. “The . 
other.canfe is through opening of the Pores where the Urifie 
doth paffe,; the which are fo -ftretchéd, or opened, that they 
cannot .retam the Urine, becaufe the Urine is a voluntary 
motion, anda natural motion together, they are hard tosa- 
sree together, becaufe the naturallmotion maketh his volin 
tarie motion ; fo that Nature firft moveth the man, andthere- 
of-cometh the motion; for ifa man would ‘make water, and 
that , 
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that Nature-doth not. move themotion, he cannot piffe; for 
fometime Nature doth not give his naturall motion becanfe of 
fome impediment, for when a man cannot hold his water, it 
is a fign that-Nature hath no retention; and to redreffe the 
fame, it were neceflarie to reduce Nature into good tempe- 
rature, fo that 1t may.retainthe Urine ; the which thing thou 
fhalt doe with purging the bodie, and the ftomack wherein ts 
the matter that caufeth that retention of Urine. And to purge 
the. bodie you fhallufe our Sirgup againft the melancholy hu-

T Here is found~a-certain bird called Solone, of Albertus 
Magnus inhis Book of Secrets ; the which birds are ve- 
ry plenteous,in Rome, and are called Palmum bella, and in 
Lumbardie, Saffarvols, the which in’ Englifh I fuppofe, ‘is cal- 
led a Ring Dove, or Wood-colver, or the Stock Dove, which 
Birds are fubje.to. the Stone, that if you keep them in a Cage, 
and feed them with fuch, meat as they commonly ufe, being 
deprived of their medicine, within, the fpace of four or fix 
moneths at the moft, there willingendet a Stone inthe belly 
fo great, that their meat cannot paffe through them, and fo 
choaketh them, and, they die, and that is becaufe. the poor 
Bird. cannot soe and help himfelf with that” Medicine which 
Nature hath taught her, For thofe ‘that are ‘at libertie ‘in the 
field, flie unto the Sea-fide, and there they find 4 ‘céreain‘kind 
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of {mall ftone very.hard, the.which ftone hath vertue to -dif- 


folve the {tone in, the bodie of the Bird, and this Bird a 
1 
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it by the inftin@ of Nature, and eateth great abundance of 
them, and fo diffolveth the ftone intheir bellies, and live 
along time after it without any trouble of the Stone. You 
fhall underftand, that this tone is unpoflible to be found in 
any other place, then in the belly of the faid bird, becaufe 
they are very little, 4nd mans reafon cannot difcern them 
from: other Stones, the which being beatin powder, with the 
flowers of Elders;'and Cinnamon, of each a like, and given to 
drink with broth: in-fhort time it will diffolve the Stone, and 
caufe them to avoid it with their Urine moft miraculoufly:: 
But if you ask me the reafon, I know not what I fhall anfwer, 
but I hold it'to be his proper hidden qualitie and vertue. 
Pot truly thist have taught to many,‘and have feen the ex 
perience theféof ‘fundrie times, and it cured the moft part 
that did ufé it: Por truely the vertue of Stones are very great 
unto thofe that know them. I faw once two Stones in Rome 
of ineftimable vertue ; The one wasaround Corall like unto 
the Serpentine Purphire, but therein was much green,and was 
of that-vertue that-being laid\upor the flefh of aman or wo- 
man, it eaufeth them to piffe great abundance, fo that it were 
to be wondred’at.

Eeing that Ulcers are of divers and fundry kinds, it were 
neceflary to know ofwhat kind and quality they are, fo 
that thou mayft help them in form and order convenient. 
And firft I will write of the.corrofive Ulcers, as-ofa wound 
cancrenated , of Alal di formica, and of other forts of Ulcers 
that goe creeping uponthe flefh. The cure of thefe kinds 
of Ulcers is, to apply quickly our Canfick to mortifie the 
evill, which thon fhalt doe thus. Weta little Bumbaft in our 
Cauftick, and therewith wath all the fore , and then leave it fo 
open four and twenty houres without binding it faft » and 
when fout and twenty houres are paft:, wath the fore with 
ftrong Vineger, and water of a like quantity, with charge that 
there remain none of the Cauftick inthe fore :. then lay there- 
on Butter wafhed with a Colewort leafe, untillthe asker or 
dead flefh falls then take our Cerot ALagiftrale , with a little 
Precipitate {trewed thereon , and then annointit with ALsenp 
liquore, and lay it upon the fore: for this Cerot helpeth ali 
manner of corofive Ulcers without any other help, and every 
plarfter willferve three or four dayes , taking them off every 
four and twenty houres, and making themclean, andthen lay 
them on again. And asforthe filthy Ulcerthat I have fhewed 
of inthis Chapter, you fhall dreffe it onely with our Unguento 
smaguo, the which, without any other help,will heal them quick- 
ly: But-you muft every four dayestouch them with Aqua fortis 
Grawn from Precipitate, which water draweth forth the offen- 
five matter, and leavethit purified’and clean.

V Ounds in the head, where there is offence of the brain, 

are mortall: and there isno Phyfician that will take 
them in cure, but he counteth them dead men without any 
hope. But I by the grace of God and gift of Nature, have 
found the order to cure andheal them in fhort time. I re- 
member that when one was wounded in the head in the fa- 
mous Citie of Naples, yea, although the’brain were not hurt, 
but that the skin were cut unto the bone, they counted him 
mortall, but I dreffed them,and clofed their wounds, and help- 
ed them in fhort fpace, fo that they wondred thereat; and 
that order I ufed forthe {pace of feven yeers that I. tarried 
there, and caufed them to walk in the ftreets, as it is ‘well 
known unto all thofe that dwell there. And among a num- 
ber of other, I cured a Portingall that was called, 12 Seignior 
Diego di mena, of whom I took away all the bone of the 
forehead, and every day he came to my lodging to be cu- 
red,which 1 did with great. {peed, fo that it caufed every one 
to marvell thereat.

A Difcourfe upon fundry forts of Unguents, and their quali= 


ties. 


Here are many forts of Unguents that are found out, of 

which I beleeve that many, Chirurgians are greatly abufed 
of their operation, but for that which 1 doe finde, that 
fome forts of Unguents are occupied for one effect, and they 
work another ; as for example, Uguento Camphorato which 
many doe occupie to cool hot fores,in ftead of cooling heat- 
eth them more then they were before, which cometh by means 
of the Camphire which is a hot fubftance, as J will prove by 
fufficient reafon that it cannot-be denied.. For you fhallun- 
derftand,that:into Unguento Gamphorato, 1s put. Camphire and 
oyle 
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oyle, both hot materials, as for experience : Take Cap- 
phire and fay it by the fire, or fet it nigh a candle, and thou 
fhalt perceive, that affoon as it feeleth the heat, it will flie 
nto the fire and burn fiercely ; and the like will the Oyle do : 
for if you wet a cloth therein and hold it over the fire, prefent- 
ly it will burn, which are manifeftt figns that they be both 
hot, becufe they are friends unto the fire ; whereas if they were 
cold and moift, the.fire would not burnthem with fuch force. 
As for example, take water, earth, ftones, and mettals thatare 
cold and moift, and lay them on the fire, and you fhall fee 
that the flame of a candle fhall not be able to kindle the 
fire with fuch eafe as it doth with the Camphire and oyle. 
So that you may fee that Camphire and Oyle are hot and 
friends unto the fire whichis moft hot, and earth, ftones, and 
mettalls, are moift and cold, and are enemies unto the fire , 
and therefore I-conclude, that Unguento Camphorato is very 
hot, and cannot by any meanes cool hot Ulcers. Alfo Un- 
guentum Apoftolirum isa compofition in which there is put 
Verdigriece, a materiall which is moft enemie unto the fore, 
for laying it thereto eaufeth great pain, as you may. under- 
itand of thofe that have proved it, and in my judgement this 
is no Unguent to be laid on a fore, becaufe they cannot 
Suffer it, neither is it poflible to heal the fore with that Un- 
guent, for that it corrodeth the flefhand will not Jet it heal. 
Alfo Unguento de minio is a mixture not very profitable for 
Ulcers, becaufeit is too much drying ; for applying it unto a 
fore that is not mundified,it drieth it in Superficte fo that if Na- 
ture fend humours unto thofe parts, and they find no exha- 
lation orvent by reafon of that drying, ic will caufe the ga- 
thering of abundance of humours, and be ameans of greater 
mifchief: But if the fore be well mundified and cleanfed, you 
fhall have fittle need of that Unguent, becaufe Nature will 
doe it alone without.any other help, fo that this Unguent is 
of {mall profit to be ufed ofany. But tothe contrary, there 
are many forts of Unguents which are moft neceflary to 
dreffe fores, as Unguento di Rafino, which by his Nature’ is 
friendly to the fore, becaufe it mundifieth and healeth, help- 
ing Nature that it may work with greater {peed. The Diz 
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chilone commune is alfo an Unguent very profitableto mundi 
fie or purge fores, and likewife to ficcatrize them. The Un- 
suent of Litarge is refrifcative and drying, and healeth f{cabs, 
and cooleth the heat of the flefh alterated:. Wnguento Rofato 
doth mittigate the pains of foul Scabs. And thus difcourfing 
from time to time, there are many forts of Unguents very hurt- 
full,and not to be ufed, and alfo there are many forts that are 
wholefome and good, without which in a manner they can- 
not work. Nevertheleffe, it were necefflary to know how and 


where to apply them rightly.

Take of the faid ftone and make it in powder, and mix it 
with crude Lead being in powder, as I have fhewed in my Ca- 
prict Medtcinale, with Tutia prepared, the cempofition there- 
of is this.

Mix them and calcine them in the fire, and when they are

I being in ALefine, a famous Citiein 
the Realm of Ciciliz, | fawa Fifherman caft his Netin the 
gate hard by the tower called Salvatore; and he took up a 
branch of red Corall that was grown upon a Brick, and was 
of fuch. greatneffe and beautie, as had not been {een in 
two hundred yeers before. So that by this have proved, that 
the. Corall doth grow upon Bricks, or baked ftones, and 
thefe have great vertue in Phyfick-and Chirurgerie, when they 
be diffolved in the juyce of Limons, or diftilled Vinegar. 
For howfoever it be taken inwardly, it comforteth the fto- 
mack,and maketh the heart merrie, diffolveth the Fever, and, 
not without great caufe. For itis fo good of nature, that our 
nature doth defire it. Corall being ‘calcined and diffolved 
with Aqua vire,or with our Quinteffence of Wine, helpech 
very much againft Ulcers, becaufe it taketh away the pain pre- 
féntly, and mundifieth, and incarnateth; and cicatrizeth. OF 


this Corall ye may make Lozenges, or fuch like, the which.

Tere is founda Saltinthe Realin of Naples, in the Pro-

Salt would be called no other then wifedome., as.a man

N Vitriol.are many Secrets which until! this time have been 

hidden,by meanes of which there may be done many ftrange 
and great matters in divers operations, not onely in Phyfick 
and Chirurgery, but inmany otherthings. Ye fhall there- 
fore take Vitriol and put it in a pot, and make him fweat 
untill yee fee him weep ; the which {weat being taken. from 
him, is a mortall enemie unto fharp Fevers, when it is drunk 
with fodden or diftilled waters. Alfo if thofe that have the 
Etica or Tiffick doe drinke it with JZe/ Rofaram, it will doe 
them great pleafure, it ferveth alfo to make the hair of the 
head or beard black. Then ifthat by force of fire yee caufe 
him to vomit a blackliquor, it will be a thirig very apt to 
diffolve any humour, the which in fhort time will diffolve any 
pain. For if ye put ft into Gangrena, of other putrified Ul- 
cer, it doth mundifie it with great fpeed: It mortifieth Warts 
Chaps, Fiftulaes, and any kind. of thofe humours. Ifit be 
drunken with Wine or other liquor, it is good againft Fevers 
of any qualitie. Then his Feces being reduced into water with 
Vinegar, and his Salt being taken out, it is of fuch vertue, 
that ina manner it will make men immortall. And above the 
aforefaid matters,in Alchymie it worketh ftrange things, for 


by the meanes thereof they may make the great Amalgam - 


of Mercurie and AZars, wherewith may be done great mat- 
zers, and happie ‘hall he be that goeth to work that way.

Ze Hirurgery is both Science arid practife, and to fay 
the truth; he that will kndw the compoficion of 
_mans body, muft ofneceffity have fome Science, 
and be Anatomift, although the fame Science be 
ans a thingto be learned by practife, forl have feen 
many times, thofe which were unlearned, to be expert in the 
Anatomy of mans body , and thofe were Painters and Draw- 
ets, the which was neceflary for them to know to frame 
their figures accordingly ; and therefore I take not that for 
Science, but practife : For Science is onely that wherewith the 
caufes of every infirmity is found out, and is of fmall effe& 
to our purpofe, becaufe Chirurgery helpeth not onely the 
caufe, but alfo the effect after it is known, and therefore I may 
fay, that Chirurgery is no other then a pure and meer practife, 
and that it is onely necefflary for the Chirurgian to knew 
how to ftitch a Wound well, to mundifie an Ulcer, and to keep 
it from putrifaction, and keep it from alteration, fo that there 
run no evill humours unto the place offended , andto know 
oth Kind Of Unguents that are aptto heal all kind of Wounds 
and Ulcers, which thing muft be known by practife, And 
likewife to make all manner of Unguents neceflary for Chi- 
rurgery., and for that caufeI conclude moft truly , that our 
Chirurgery is onely pra@ife or experience.

But when ie 
is neither cancrenated, nor yet apofthumated, but that 
‘through fome evill difpofition the wound is cloféd} and thar 
there cometh in it evill qualities without alteration, then ic 
is called Ccera fordida, becaufe therein is evill qualitie, and it 
appeareth but a little, butitis evillto heal. Thete be other 
forts of Ulcers alfo, the which are caufed of divers aiid fun- 
‘dry ‘kinds of tumours, and the moft evill and mifchievous are 
thofe that are of tumours caufed of the Pox, for unto thofe 
there runneth abundance of evil! humours that augment the 
Ulcer, and they be the worft fort,for they cannot be healed by 
themfelves,except the body be well purged and evacuated of all 
the humours that are offenfive. There isanotherkind of Ulcer 
the which cometh of an Impofthume, as well hot as cold, and 
thofe: are more gentle and eafie ‘to be helpt, if yee know the 
Medicines that are apt tohelp and diffolve thofe kind of Ulcers. 
Thefe are-the three kind of Ulcers that commonly happen 
unto men and women through divers caufes, as itis faid be- 


fore, fo that thefe‘are the principall caufes of thofe malign 
Ulcers.

ruption of the Pox, and thefe are the kindes of Impoft- 
humes that commonly come, and hereafter 1 willgihew the 
order to cure them one after another. 

And firft of thofe that are caufed of a contufion, becaufe 
ie ig bruifed fleth, for every contufion muft be putrified 
and brought to matter, therfore make a maturative,and bring 
it to fuppuration, and when you know there is matter, pre- 
fently launce them, and dreffe them with this Medicine as 
well within as without, the which without any other help 
will heal any great contufion.

preferveth allthings from putrifaction,, as is feen by expe- 
rience daily,and for that confideration tt was put in this Com- 
pofition to preferve the fleth , the Rofewater by nature iscold 
and dry, and by his coldneffe defendeth the inflammation, 
and by his drineffe is repercuflive,and mittigateth,fo that thefe 
are the reafons why the faid Tow. is laid. upon Wounds , but 
I would to God that fuch things were ufed, as by their excel- 
fent operations would help and heal from the beginning to 
the latter ending. and to leave of fuch trifling orders.

wholefom for thofe that are troubled with that difeafe, becaufe 
it dryeth much and diffolveth the difeafe , with many other 
sood effects, as by experience thou mayeft fee, and the order 
ro make it is thus.

Fhe moft part of fuch as have that infirmitie lofe their 
sine sits if thou wilt quickly help them, follow this me- 
thod.

That whieh 
moveth me to beleeve it,is the obfervation thereof divers and 
‘fandry times, for I have cured many that were infected with 
the Pox, which were troubled , fome with Carnofity ( before 
{poken of ) fome with gravell, fome with debility of the ver- 
tue expulfive, fome with Gonorrhea: all which when J had cu- 
red of the Pox, the other diftemperatures were therewith alfo 
cured. For that difeafe is the caufe of twenty mifchiefs, and 
the reafon why many Phyfitians make a long cure of the for- 
mer diftemperatures is,’ for that they know not the maine and 
principal!

colours: As itnot agreat folly..to write againdta, thing, andnot to underdtand 
it well before ?y\Such as/are-addi@ed to Paravelfus doctrine, when they perecive 
you haye no {tronger weapons, then thofe you have hitherto gathered, they will 
conclude, that yourather confirm and eftablifh Paracelfus Phyfick,.then confure 
it: It is not’enongh to fay.a thing is falfe, except there be more probablerand bet~ 
ter fhewed : Hereby it appeareth ,. thar yeenourih a {ecret ignorance of.naturall 
things in yourfelves; | by 
What, are you thofe great Phifitians and excellent Philofophers 2. How.cometh 
itthen'to pafle, that the foice of drugs are hidden/and-unknown unto you ?. Dee 
‘yOu not inthis point come neer unto the Empericks,.whom-you with great pride 
and brag of knowledge reje&@, when as youlay, the Chymift, be he never fo 
excellent, isno Phifitian, buthe that with judgement.and reafon hath learned to 
make and ufe all remedies for difeafes3, for in thofe points confifteth.the cheifeft 
gloryiand commendation of a Phifitian ;.and the onely fafety of the:fick.: How 
vain isthis reafonable Phifitian, which prepareth his Medicines with reafon and 
not with the hand 2, He is thevery Phifitian. that with his own hand purgeth 
his Medicines from their yenome; and being fo prepared, with fharp judgement 
doth apply them to their proper difeafes, that thefeed. of the difeafe may be pulled 
up by the rcots, :and fo muft the {peculation.and practife,. reafon and.the work 
concur and joyntogether,, becanfe judgement withoutpradiile is barren... Tell 
me; how:cometh:it to pafle that. Afercyry healcth the French 6X5, andthe filthy 
{cab-e Why doe you command the miserable. Gck perfons tojannoint themfelves 
with Quick+filver jas Shepheards greafe their Sheep? . How happenethit:( I fay) 
that Mfercury is the fpeciall beft remedy againit thefe difeales ?,.Doe you deny.thae 
metals doeany thing; yea, .aad the g:eatelt pact of thefe cures? . Why doe you 
command. fuchas: are infected with Leprofie tofwallow.Gold 2 Why. docyou 
boil. it incbroths with Capons 2\|, Why.doe youmningle, leaf Geld; in. your Pills 
and EleCtuavies 22 You khow-that-thefores of the Leprofie.is often delayed, .that 


ie) breakethnor otit:into: the upper) partef. the skin, iby: taking. of crude Gold 
into~thedtomack:: Then, if Géld that is compact and jnotrefolved doe work 
thiseftect 5 what will not the {pirit of Gold work being. loofed from his prodl 
fabftance. 


If -you will not beleeve, Paracelfus 5) that the cure-of mokt dangernus.difeafes : 


lieth hidden.im: metals. : at thesdeatt',. credit, thofe:thatlived long before, him, 
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among whom Arnoldus de vills nove ts cheif; who in his’ book of the prefervar ~ 
tion of youth faith thus; Pearls diffslved into liquor comfort the naturall heats 
help the trembling of cheheart, and thofe that are fearfull, and properly they-cla~ 
rifie the bloud ofthe hearc, and miny difeales arecured by them: For it isa Sale 
of the Mine, which thewife callcheir Animall ftone, and fome the Minerall 
Chifit, and all the maftery in the prepacation-of icis, that it may be refolved into 
a moft pure and notable water, with {uch things as doe not deftroy his nature. 
This(aich Arnoldus, who {peaketh not of ftamping,but of folution : but to what 
purpofe doe Falleadge this? Verily,that you-may fee how with your own {words 
youeut your ownthroats, you ule Pearles, Corals, and pretious Stonesin your 
Electuaries and broaths, and thofe you beat into powder. Youfmaell as ic were 
a certain Medicinall-vertuc-in pretious Stanes:s but you deal as naughty Cooks 
&& -rudeCountry women‘doe,that when Parcridges or Hares come to their hands, 
they thruft them into the pottage pot, or elfe feeth them in water: even fo you 
ftamp and break your Pearls which thould rather be diffolved.. Albeit you fhould 
make powders fubtill asthe ait , you thould nothing profit ; for as you-put it 
snto the ftomack,fothall you fee it paffe away-again;and hereupon of very neceffi- 
ty were the rules of Chyimick preparations brought into Phyfick, which you doe 
hate worte then a Serpent or a Dog, with the practifers of them. 

What fhall need many words ?_ If you will not yet grant, that the fpeciall cure 
of difeafes confifteth in Minerals , hearken what Andreas Matheolus faith in the 
fourth: book'of his: Epittles ; the bodies of the fick being full of feeds of difeafes, 
will hardly be healed without metalline Medicines: : andinhis Treatifeof Ax» 
timouy, he faith, Antimony doth-no leffe purge the-difeafes of the bodies, then 
Metals, from fuperfluities. This did chit learned man underitand , when as 

et he knew not the true preparation of eAntimoay:. Likewile he greatly efteem- 
eth the potable Gold, the preparation whereof, . as the fame Matheolus ufedic, L 
willdeclareunto you, becaufe you fhall notbeignorant.. "Fake Gold twice or 
thrice purged with Ansimony, make it into thinne plates, and in a fie veffellhang 
the plates that they touch not one another, and let it be burned and calcined ina 
Furnace duly prepared by-the {pace of half'a year witha very {trong fire, untill 
at the length the plates being taxen out an d laid open inthe air, they doe diflolve; 
and there flow from ita certain oily-humour, red of colour, and ofttalt-fweerifhs 
Fle drew out two ounces of Oilof Gold, but.out ofthat which was not fo well 
burnt, the liquor didnot fo readilyrun out: Sometimes he ufed.to poure on the 
{pirit of Winerectified; andthat fo long, and fo much, untill the whole red co- 
tour was drawn ouc. « You hall reétitiethofe {pirits, -or.eflence of Wine, very 
fubtilly, if you put it into a glals cucurbite under.a limbeck witha Receiver, and 
{et-it-in moft cold or-{nowie water, and cover the head roundabout witha lianen 
cloth fteeped in warmwater, | for then the fubtiller parts will rife up, Jeaving the 
watery fabftance in the bortom, Gold calcined and often infufed with the {piri 
of Wine with many imbibitions, and againdiftilled by a Limbeck, leaveth in the 
bottom behind a reddifh liquour. | - That Phifitian. ufed firft to purge the bodys: 
and thentofhave and heat the erown-of the head, and then to poureon a drachm. 
of that Oil, and to give fo much alo to be drunk in Malmfey. .. The like is to be

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This man hath many other minerall Medicines, which were never kncwn, 
eitherto Galen, ox to Hyfpocrates, but breught te light by cur Theethrafius Para- 
celfus 5 of whcim yon great VPhilofophers and Fhifitians onely. in ncme dee un- 


difcreetly write. ~Dce youthink allthings utterly impcffible unto other men- 


which you.ycur felfkncw not, qr cannot doe, or that ycu cannot compe fle with 
your divine kncwledge ?- What will you fay to this? Ikncw aman, that within 
three, or-atthe moft fix daies, can heal the French Pox withhis Turpetum mine 
yale, not with that which is made with-Oil of. Vivioll, but with another farre 
moreexcellent, which fhall not cometo ycur hands or kncwledge, except you 
lay- afide your frewardneffe, and ceafe to bring the Paracelfians in {ufpition with 
the commen people and noblemen, and to ¢efraud them of the fruit of their juit 
labours. You fay, What haveyou brought to paffe ?. what have you found our 
whereby you fhould lock for praife ot profit? Dhen dcewe demand of you, 
What have you found out whereby Phyfick is the better furnifhed ? We have 


brought into Phyfick, Effences,Oiles, Balms,<nd Salts, all which the Alchymifts 


{chools-havefound out. And how great light iscome unto Phyfick enely,by 
true diftillation, it is kncwn unto all men, and-daily experience teacheth, how 
great. commedity hath redounded thereby: unto the fick. In the mean time, if 
you fo much deteft the labour, yet at the lesft {pare our good namé. But it isno 
maryell, doth itnot fo alwaies happen, that the bedt labour is wor ft accepted and 
recompenced 7? -Evcry gocd.man, inclined to vertue, wifdem, and fidelity, car 
witncfle the fame, what reward they have often received for their fidelity and 
cpening of thetruth, So fome men,when they can fay ne more, they cbjc & unto 
the fearchers of nature their poverty, filling the eares of the ecmmon pecple with 
gloricus lies , alwaies chanting. upon thofe things which fellow upon the abufe 
and dangercus cures of the counterfeit Parace/fians, judging all things by their 
contempt, poverty, vile eftate,and bafenefle, but they will quickly avoid that defpi-~ 
fed poverty, which willingly they fultain, thatthe nature of things might daily 
more and more be known unto men, whereby the unaccuficmed cures of 
moft grievous difeafes might at length be found cut, with the which fuch as are 
difeafed might through your flugeifhneffe all die, if God, having compaffion 
upon them now at the end of the world, had not provided wholicme Medicines, 
even by moft contemnedmen. “The Lepers, and Gouty, the infeéted with the 
Prifick, Falling Sicknefle, and French Pox, devoured with the Canker, Fiftula, 
and greedy Weolf, with the Dropfie, and Palfie, and that with the Plague, and 
other difeates,are thiuft into their graves: thefe (I fay) and many ether more, 
whom yeu through ignorance, with your naughty and corrupt Potions and Pure 
gatious, like-Butchers have buried alive, will rile up again{ft you: thefe (I fay) 
will call you, to anfwer, and accufe ycu, eventhe poor whom you have rebbed of 
their goods,.-will require your blcud for the lc fle of their bodics, and confuming 
oftheirmoney. Then what a madntfle and cruell foolifbnefle is this, ‘that in 
the time of anygreat Plague, fuch as are infected you fhut up in houses, Jer 
marks upon them,keep them in prifen, ftrangle them with cares ard (olitanincfle, 
and killthem for hunger: Is the Plague fo tobecured? Or whether, dee you 
not think that all men maybe inf &ed fremwhence the frit man Wasinfected ? 
why doe you nct preferye the w hole with yeux Antidotes or Defenfives, being te 
fanyous Fhifitians as you arc? but yqu By Pe almeft all yous Medicines to, be 
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of no force inthis difeafe,’ Doe you inthis fort’ love your Neighbouras your 
felf? or thus {pend your life for your fellow, when as at’ no'time: Cif help'be 
required ) there is greater need of fellow‘hip, Company, comfort, atid help; then 
iathetimé of Plavue?’ O'what great puniihment have you deferved; "that refule 
thofé that are forfaken’of their freiads, farre from their kiadred,’ anid a$ it were 
thtult into exile , whofe folitatinelfe hath been’more violéat unto'thém then the 
difeafe, and greif of mind hath killed racher then the fickneffé ? “What'T pray you 
i$ true and Chriftian freindthip ¢ Doth not chis complaine of the fick ftir you up 
unto pitty 5 When I was inhealth, thot wert’ my freind, thou diddei vifit me, 
and help me, but now thacl am fick, thou doeft. abhor me, “and li¢it from mes 
when fortune laushed upon me, thou diddeitalfo laugh, burnow thar with greit 
and tears T crave comfort, ‘thou doeft deny it: (What doe you ‘call vifirintg arid 
helping 2 Youwill nor onely not help your felves, but willperfwade Princes o 

{top the paflages, that no Travellers fhall paffe unto tbofe places ;' when as you 
ought with courage to releive them of their greif, and willinglyto goe thither to 
trigyour cunning. But whenany plague beginneth, you arethe firit that trem- 
ble, areafiraid, and defpair, “The fick are committed’tinto you;'as- children and 
infants which lack diligent cure; you ought to help them, ‘as the’father dothhis 
children, “and not to rob them of their money 3_ then would thé fick'man {mile 
upon you, if you would refreth his languithing lite with fome geticle Balm.,’ then 
would he rejoyce in the fight of you, and call yow his father. Every naturall Phi- 
fitian of neceffity oughtto make his Medicines with his own hands, and not to 
commit them unto anunskilfull Cook, norto fill great volumes: with receits, 
with the which I fee thofethat are ftudious in Phyfick “are ia aimanner’ over-~ 
whelmed, that they be ready almoft to fall dowa ‘and die undet fo heavy a bir- 
then ofreceits, Phyfick {Snot fo learned but with the labour of the hands) pra- 
éife being workmiftreffe, where Videan day by day doth fhew new'and pleafant 
remedies which nature teacheth the good: fteward het workman , daily to purge 
better and better from’ their fuperfluities. “Doe you look for a'rich hatveit and 
doe not firft plow nor fow ? “Look for knowledge of the fecret naturall powers, 
anddoenot firftfeek it-out by'labour withthe fre? for'the moft part of you all 


‘are daintyand flothfull, and he tharis ‘flack in’his works, goeth lixe a bliad man 


unto his practife. Ifyou did nor fo much abhor the Chymicall Art, you would 
lear to {eparate the pure from the impure ( which is the caule of thecorruption 
of things ) by long digeftions, diltillations, and imbibitions, whereby you 
fhould make your Medicines pure and clean before you minifter ittothe facks 
fo upon the fudden receiving, the fick nature fhould be refrefhed, whereas the weak 
ftomack cannot concoct, ‘digeft , and {eparaté grofle matters.’ But thefe great 
Doétors will not-beSchollers, or young Souldiers, no more thenan‘old Dog 
will be brought ‘to hunting with whips, hee’l gnaw his line, and thew his grinning 
teeth to himthatleadethhim, rather then he willbe ruled; even fo you will ra- 


ther openly gainfay the truth, and like Dogs bark'and bite at it, then you will 


confefie your errours. _What,ought this to be a reproach unto the Chymifts, that 
for the true preparations of Medicines, whereof you are ignorant , and for theit 
great labour and pain which you doe efchew, they fhould be accounted beggars, 
poor, and ragged ? Doe you not think that the common people willat length 
find out your deceits ? You havebeen fufficiently warned of many Dottors 


Of 
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of Phyfick 5 whotruly have notallowed your childifi cures :-Amongft whom 
Conrade Géfner is one, and many other more, which if they were living, moft 
certainly would deny your fained Art, Likewife John W76z of Cullen, which. 
flouriihed:1 5 10,. doth tharply reprove the Phifitians of his time,, who in his wri- 
tings uponthe Plagne,) and labyrinth of Phyfitians, .modt plainly and excel- 
lently treateth of metalline Medicines, and Quinteflences,. and fheweth their ule, 
Whar, will you:-antwer to thofe thingswhich that Doctor Gorreus hath written, 
in the fifth book of the extraction of the Quinteflence out of Hearbs , where in 
his Commacnts he fo excellently extolieth metailine Medicines, and did ufe them, 
little efteeming your Medicines 3 for he faith, the diftillations of waters out of 
Hearbs, and other. fuch like things, whereinthe Apothecaries doc boait.. are al- 
mot of no force, foriit is nothing elfe but the flegm of the thing, whole principall 
liquor confifteth in the oil of Sale. 

Burthat I'may ftir up in you an earneft defire to know the marvellous pro= 
perty of things , 1 will repeat unto youthe judgement of Fernelins Ambianus in 
his: fecond, Book and eighteenth Chapter De Abditis reruyt canfis: When firft 
(faith he )) 1 gavemy felf unto the Rudy of that fenfible and metalline Philofo- 

; 

phy, called, Chymia, through long trayell (asmany other had.) I getting a moft 
perfect Mafter or Teacher, dididraw out of every Plant, and other living things, 
very divers and: fundry fubftances 5. firft water, and shat very plentifull, if the 
Plantwere green, morefcarce if it weré dry ; then Oil, but not that fat and fil- 
thy fubltance which by prefle isdrawn of our men, but the workmanship of a 
more excellent Art, which neither eafily corrupteth nor foureth by age, andthat 
of twoforts; onethin and white, another drier and red, &c. Then it followeth, 
T will’,tell you by your leave not uttering this whole fecret, but teaching you upon 
what true grounds itdoth confift :; But leaft the ftrange ob{curity of thé name 
might offend you,. which.the fathers have covered under a fhadow or dark kind of 
fpeech ; I will moft plainly and.openly fhew it in his place: And yet you cannot 
away withthem that giveyou good coun(ell, asalfo you will not fuffer learned 
and excellent men, neither Gerard Dorne Door of Phylick, whom no. doubt 
God hath raifed-up unto us ;, Phis moit excellent man‘is worthy of éternall 
memory, becaufethat he by no injuries, neither perils, could be terrified, but 
that by his laft Writings: he hath made Paracelfus more famous, whe doth excell 
with amoft antient gravity and authority, that atthe leaft he mighthelp the 
children oflearning, for whofe defence, as.avaliant Souldier, he contendeth by 
word and deed evento the death : the fellow and companion of that learned Phi- 
fitian Fofephus Quirfitanus, famous in Phyfick, who hath excellently deferved for 
Phyfick, and.in his books hath uttered many excellent philofephicall Secréts unto 
the polterity, and opened many hidden fpagiricall Medicines , and would have 
brought tolight greater things, ifthe ingratitude of fome had not fRLopped his 
willing mind, and efpecially of a Perfumer, which goeth about to reprove many 
things; andto allow but few in his writing, and yet not able to fhew better 5 
whereby.it comes to pafle, that through onemans ingratitude all feel lofle and 
lack, Proceed therefore with courage, drive away thofe drones and flugeifh 
beafts from the rack, fothall your head be crowned with perpetuall praife. In 
the mean time, whatfoeyer we have gotten by many travels, and found out and 
learned with labour, we will here annex;. praying our adverfaries, thatif they need 

them, 
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them not, they will not condemn or flanderthem; or terrifie others, which with 
willing mind would imbrace thefe our labours s- or elfe to teach them fome better 
things; confidering yet, that fomething inthe mean time ou ht tobe given and 
granted unto him, which for Phyficks fake hath put himfelf info many dangers. 

After the great murther and fury of our Countrymen the French men,when I 
went with D. Charles ef Chambray, Dy of Panfay into Italy, travelling through 
Tftria, Ragufium, sclavonia, Macedonia, and Bixautium, 1 inceflantly applyed my 
whole {fudy to underftand and know fome certainty touching the Philofophers 
ftone, or Chymicall matters 5 “but Lcould find no true Philofophers , onely falfe 
Phifitians and Chymifts every where, which had either altogether none, - or elfe 
very little knowledge of natural Arts and preparations ;, at the length ( by Gods 
good will.) I happened upon a very learned man, Daniel Bifhop of Dalmatia: 
Unto this moft excellent man I direéted my letters, the which, together. with his 
aniwer, alittle after fent tome, I will hereatter publifh, wherein you fhall {ee 
many philofophicall points, deleétable to be read and underftood. 

Atthelength, when I had fufficiently fearched over the Raft Countries, and 
could gather no certain point in naturall Sciences, I derermined to take my 
journey towards Germany, with the moftcourteous Prince Cabanews Vydam of 
Chartres, {till imploying my mind to the earneft ftudy of Chymycall Phyfick ; 
and there I underftood, that Kings and Princes were deceived by unskilfull Pra- 
Etifers, which did utter and fell their fophifticate Chymicall Arts, which they had 
begged and {cratched together out ofall corners, witha pompous thew, decei- 
ving the Princes of their money; whereby it comethto paffe, that daily a great 
number of Sophifters, and fophifticators doe daily rife and {pring up, through 
which, not onely the moft commendable Art of Alchymy receiyeth great detri- 
ment, is opprefled and adulterate, and the Chymifts themfelves made hatefull 
unto all men, confuming their life, time, and goods, upon vain works and practi- 
fes, butalfo thereredoundeth moft great hurt and damage untothe Common- 
wealth; for there are many deceivers ? crafty, that with a diffembled experience 
in the Chymicall Art, and with fained freindfhip, and great promifes, they doe 
craftily learn of others their cunning, which they challenge for their own, efteem 
of great value, and carry them aboutto be fold. As nh atime, certain knaves 
by craft gat from me certain written books, and foldthem for a great fum of 
money. Conamon-wealths and the Chymicall Art fhould be very:well provided 
for, ifthat fuchknaves might be punifhed and reftrained by the Magiltrate, fo 
fhould the ftudious of the Art be lefle deceived , and in fhort fpace the true and 

ure Art would appear from thofe fhadows and fophiftications. Wherefore, to 
the end that fuch as be defirous of the Artmay have fome pledge from me,where~ 
withthey may makethis Science more plain, I will fhortly ( God willing ) fet 
forth three books of the Philofophers ftone, written by divers Authours, whereof 
the firft was drawn out of certain ‘characters by a noble Brittain, wherein all the 
dark fpeeches of the Vhilofophers are moft plainly expounded, whereunto I will 
annex two hundred certain, infallible, and true philofophicall rules, whereby 
thofe that doe erte and doubt, touching the matter of the {tone, fhall be confirms 
ed. Thefecond book is, fohanues de Rovillafco Pedomontanus, which treateth of 
the Philofophers Mercury, and how it is drawn, together with an Epiftle of fobu 


Pontanus of the fame argument, . But there is a more certain excellent Treatife 
of 


a te 
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of anuncertain Authour, which doth explaia many doubts in that facred Phy- 
fick. 


And becaufe that all nations, efpecially the Germanes, have written books i> 
their own language, I willalfo write two books inthe French tongue, for the 


help of {uch as are {tudious.of Philofophy, wherein 1 will treat of many prepa~ 
rations and fpeciall Medicines tried by me and others,alfo of divers Elixars of the 
Philofophers,extradtions of Mercuries and Mercuriall waters,of many and divers 
diffolutions, I will alfo add the interpretations of fundry Charafters, wherewith 
the books both of the old and new Writers are written to cover and hide the Art ; 
alfo the expofition ofacertain Alphabet, withdut the which the work can hardly 
be. underftood: andtwo Treaties, the one of the vertues of the vegetall and 
minerall Oils, the’other of thefalts and properties of many vegetals and mine~ 
rals; -whereunto-I- will alfo joyn two Treatifes of philofophicall Mines, andof 
making of Vinegers, the which my labour-and itudy, if {ee it acceptable'unto 
thofe that are ftudious of that Art, I willfhortly fer forth greater things, which 
many with their whole hearts doe wzth and defire ; inthe mean time, take in good 
part this little work... That which we have hithertofpoken, ‘is {poken onely unto 
thofe that doe fo deadly hate the Chymicall Phyfick., which think nothing can be 
well or profitably taught in Phyfick that the’old Harpfoundeth not ; as though: 
that nature were not more then Galen, or that all the learning of Phyfick were to 
be drawn from the Heathen, or thatthey alone had publifhed the Art, and efta- 
blifhed it with {uch found arguments. "Why doe yownot-out of thofe Authours 
confute thofe excellent men whichare followers of Paracel/us, among{t whom, 
thargreat Doctor Petrus Severinus a Dane is cheif, whovin his Fdea hath opened 
the invin ible foundation of ‘Paracelfus Phyfick ? Why doe you-not anfwer to 
themonarchy ofthe Trinity,of that learned Do&or and: Phifitian Gerard Dorne? 
Why doe you not confute the volumes of that famous Phifitian Turneffer , being 
confirmed with the truth of practife ? But for your fakes, which daily cail Galens 
dorine unto examination;, and with exact judgement doe cenfider of it, giving 
place unto Paracelfus,acknowledging and exerciling his preparations and practife, 
I doe rejoyce,and ihortly more fhall come out againft the adverfaries, which fhall 
bite them better 5 inthe meantime, with your word, deed, and-writing, defend 
thetruth from injury. °

hinder and take away the ftrength of the-reft,;{o asthey have 
very little force or none, and thereby make the other elements 
ftinking and fubje@ to putrefacion. There is alfo two kinds 
of Waters, the-one elementall, the other of rain: and river-’ 
waters; as there isalfo two kinds of Earths, one elementall;

therefore isto be taken when tt is fully grown, and take heed’ 


that you loofe none of thofe three fpirits, as the ignorant ufe 
to do with: their putrifa@ions and feparations. of elements. 
For none of thofe fpirits confifteth of the three elemental! 
elements: but God hath adorned elements with thofe three 
fpirits, and of them the Fire:is animall, the*Water, aire ele- 
mentall, and no man, but God can feparate them afunder. But 
the water of the clouds may be feparated from:them. Alfa, 
all the feces may be feparated from them which are mingled 
with them, which are the ftinking ‘and corurptible elements, 
and the four ‘elemental! elementsmay be brought to a chrifta- 
line fhining:: but thefe three elements, Fire, Aire, and Earth,. 
are unfeparable.My fon, know this, that-A4ercurie is the firft of 
all things, for before time there was Water, dnd the pirit of a, 

ee bi | Lore 
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Lord refted upon the water, but what-wasthat water; the water 
of the Clouds, ot a moifture which might be poured out? 
No, but it was a dry duftie water, and God hath joyned his 
earth unto it which is his fulphur, and fo the earth congealeth 
the water, and thereof {prung the four elements included in 
thefe two, bythewillof God. Therefore Mercurie congeal- 
eth fulphur, and fulphur AZercurie ; neither can one of thefe 
be without the other, as alfo they cannot be without their fale, 
whichis the chiefeft. meanes, by whofe help nature ingende- 
reth and bringeth forth all vegetals, minerals, and animals. 
Wherefore thefe three, AZercury, Salt, and Sylphur, cannot be 
one without another, for where the one is found, there: the 
other are found alfo,neither is there any thing in nature where- 


in thefethree are not found: and of thefe three, whatfoever ' 


isin,nature hath his originall, and are fo mingled with the four 
elements, that they make one body, and the falt is drowned 
inthe bettome of the elements, for it is neceffary that the 
faltfhould keep them united by his fharpneffe and drineffe ; 
notwithftanding itis a flying fpirit, but becaufeit fticketh in 
the bottome of the mixture, and is overcome of the fatneffe 
and. combuftible oyle,. inwhich it is found : as the yolk within 
the white-of the egs, and the combuftible oyle liveth of earth 
with the falt and feces, and the falt is buried in the bottome of 
the feces of the combutftible oyle and earth, but by great force 
of fire. Thefe three fpirits whereof we have fpoken, are 
faid firftto be feparated from the mixture of the elements, 
which isthe foul.of all things, or their Quinteflence, which 
houldeth together the whole mixture of the elements ; for 
when the fpirits are gone out, then the mixture is diffolved by 
it felfand divided, neither is there need of fire to expell the 
falt from-the earth ; when.the elements are feparated from 
the feces, then is the falt alfo feparated with it.

God will feparate all the unclean feces and corruption that is 
inthe elements, and bring themto a. Criftalineclearneffe; 
and redneffe of a Carbuncle. Afterward there fhall be no 
more corruption, but they fhall endure for'ever. Do you 
think that all things, which God hath created in thefe lower 
parts, fhould utterly perifh in the latter day ? No, not the leaft 
haire of thofe things which God hath created, no more then 
the incorruptible Heaven, but God by his Will will change all 
things , and make them Criftalline, and the four elements 
fhail be perfect, fimple, and fixed in themfelves, and they fhall 
beall a.quinteffence.. Demonftration of thefethings may be 
made-here upon earth by Art, for whatfoever God hath crea- 
ted may be brought to a Criftalline clearneffe, and the ele- 
ments gathered together into a fimple fixed fubftance , which 
being done, noman.can alter them, neither the fire it felf 
burn or change them, but they fhal! continue perpetually as 
thofethings which have attained eternitie.

Hix will I fhew thee a great Secret, how thou fhalt draw 
forth the Quinteffence of Sugar, the which truly excel- 
leth all Vegitable worksyby means of his temperature like 
unto the incorruptible heaven, the which isneither hot,cold, 
nor dry, but moft temperate, neverthelefle compounded of 
the four Elements, but-they ftrive not one with another, for 
they are fo joyned together, that they cannever be fepa- 
rated.one from another, but for ever. remain fimple and fixt 
in Unitie. But this heavendoth diftribute and give unto the 
earth: whatfoever is neceffaryfor it, although that it .felf be 
neither hot nor.cold, moift nor dry, the which like Effects 
hath the Quinteffence of Sugar, the whichin it felf hath the 
four Elements, as gold hath: .as gold is pure, fo Sugar is im- 
pate, gold ontwardly is hot and moift, inwardly cold and 
drie, and white = fugar is the contrary, for it is outwardly cold 
dnd ‘dry; and inwardly hot and moift and red, and fixed 
both outward andinward, Neither is there any thing want- 
ing, but that the inward qualitie may be brought, that his red- 
ne{s may ‘appear outwardly, and, that his Feces be fepara- 
ted; then is it prepared,.andfhall not, need to be. fixed,, for 
it is fixed already; and dothretain within it felf all vutward 
and inward fpirits, and whatfoever is Volatile it doth retain.

if it be colds it willwax hard, fo that you muft break the glaffe;

dry leather , and in colour is like unto a Rubie, and through 


fhining like a Chriftall, it siveth light inthe dark fufficient to 
read by. What doeft thou thinkof thismy Son? are there 
not ‘many frange bodies created of God ? Truly he hath ine 
dued ‘the Philofophers with no leffe gifts; for they. that can 
look into the fecrets of nature, fhalkfee it to be of an incre- 
dible operation, forthisis gathered by the Bees of the fub- 
tileft part of all Plants, Trees, kloutes, and Fruits, and at that 
time) when Floures break out and Trees‘buds< Itis: worthily 
called the Phitofophers ftone, for itis fixed and liquable as 
Wax, and asthe minerall {tone tran{muteth the impure metall, 
fo doth this alter difeafes. Herebyic doth appear, that this 
doth bear the bellamongft all vegetals; whereas it being yet 
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in his srofeneffe and impure, it is but of fmall value for any ufe 
in Phyfick, by whaemeans foever it be builed or feummed , but 
doth alwayes retain his nature; foritconfifteth of all the fruits 
ofthe earth,plants,and crees::. Whereofone hearb is hot,ano- 
ther cold, another dry, another moift,one aftringent, another 
laxative , fome corrofive , others venomous; and: fo divers. 
hearbs have their divers qualities. 3. Tt cometh ro-paffe, if it 
help one difeafe , by and byit hindereth another; for every 
thing worketh according to his property ; when-asthere is {e- 
paration’madein thebody; and of this feparation it ingen- - 
dereth bloud and other humours : And they are likened unto 
Gunpowder, which fo long asit lieth fill there cometh no 
hurt of it, but if it-be brought unto the: fire; it-ftraic uctereth 
his fecret nature, and is kindled with a venomous fire, which 
cannot be quenched with water; for thecold and dry , ‘hot 
and moift, doe ftrive amongft themfelves, a‘wind is ftirred up, 
that breaketh all things thatis near untoit. TheJike happen- 
eth unto Honey , that when it cometh to the region of the Li- 
ver thatit fhould be there feparated,thenit fheweth his nature 
to pafle up, and {well with wind, thatit is no marvell, ifthat 
through contentionthe veins of the Liver be broken, as often- 
times it happeneth , whereupon Impofthumes are cawfed in 
divers places, and bringeth forth fuch infammations, that the 
veines are eafily broken; although many doe greatly com- 
mend Honey, but they are not the childreniof Philofophy, 
neither doethey underftand the nature ofit: But when it is 
brought to a fimple, fixed as Wine, then is it the cheifeft Me- 
dicine amongft all the vegetables , neitheris the like unto this 
found invallthe world.. Give God thanks, and be liberall unto 
the poor. The dofe of thisis one grain , and it muft be taken 
every morning with an empty ftomack, likewife in the evening, 
untill the end of the difeafe. For every difeafe willbe cured in 
fhort time, even after the fame manner, as the Minerall tone 


maketh his projection upon metals: PraifeGod; and labour 
diligently. 7

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The manner and orderhow to draw the Quinteffence ovt of the 
Hearb, called Rofe folis. 


Ow my Son, I will teach thee the greateft myftery or 

fecret amongft “all vegetable things, whofe force and 
ftrensth hathbeen kept fecret’ amongit all the antient work- 
men,and they have bound themfelves one to another by Oath, 
that they fhould not utter, intheir books or writings, the 
ftrength ofthis Hearb, which is called Rofefelss, and in the 
Germane tongue Sixdawe. Whofoever therefore bath not the 
whole vegetable work , he cannot attain tothe ftrength of this 
Hearb; for in that work is comprehended all the force: of 
medicinal! things: Andthis work of vegetablesis not-come 
to the hands, but onely of the antient {worn Artificers, which 
were skilfullin the fiberall Arts. But now my Son, I will 
open it unto thee with adjuration, that thou fhalt keep this 
hidden knowledge fecret.: Firft, my Son, you muft under- 


ftand. that this Hearb is the Hearb ofthe Sun, uponthe which’ 
; » Uf 


the Sun fpreads his beames'and influences, as he doth upon 
Gold inthe veines ofthe Mines; and he poureth out his in. 
fluences more uponthis Hearb, thenupon any other which 
is created of God, asit isevidently known of the antient Phi- 
lofophers , and this Hearb doth fo farrefurmount all-other 
Hearbs which {pring out of the earth, asthe Sun doth allo- 
ther Planets inthe Heaven, and’ hath greater force and power 
of influence then any other thing created of God in, the 
Firmament, So this hearb doth excell all othersin vertue,and 
therefore this hearb is-decked with another. colour, other. 
leaves, and ftranger fhape then all other’ hearbs.. And His 
nature jsfuch, that the hotter and drier the country.tsimthe 
time of the vear,and the heat-of the Sun,and the more'that- the 
Sun doth heat and: burn him, this-hearb ts che more moift and 
filled. with dew; infomuch, thatupon one branch will hang 
above a thoufand drops. Make atriall, and ftrike thishearb 
with a flender-twig, that the drops which fall fromit may fall 
into -alarge glaffe veffell , and you fhall fee the veflell filled

witha matvellous: dew; and ifthe Sun be vehement hot, thofe 
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branches in fhort fpace, that is, within the {pace of half an 
Hour will be more fall of dew then: beforeandif you {trike 
the dew twentie times witha rod) yer it will again beé laden 
with drops; it were enough if wee did fee no other miracle 
then from whence this dewie hamout fhould rife, which in fo 
fhort fpace doth fo abundantly flow from. it,and how much 
the more the burning fun doth feorch up the other hearbs, fo 
much the more isths moift, and filled: with drops, even as 
though ithad been fprinkled overwith water, hereapon may 
we gather his marvellous qualities, and judge that there is 
fome fecret operation hidden init; if thou do keep this wa- 
ter thus gathered ina glaffe, therewith chow thalt cure allthe 
difeafes of the eyes, whetherthey come of Rheu ns, or of In- 
flammation: It helpeth moreover all the: pains and: difeafes 
of the heart, it cooleth the Liver, and ftomack thatis inflae 
med, and doth mitigate all the pain of the head that cometh 
of heat, and driveth away all dreams and Phantafies : It is 
good alfoto kill the Canker and the Wolf, againtt: the biting 
of Venemous beafts, againft Poifon drunke,if it be takemby 
the moutl, it helpeth alfo the Peftilence, itis good for many 
other difeafes which were too long here to rehearfe. 

This hearb hath the: colour of tie fun; for his colour is 
red dark, divided with yellow lines,’ and his: fhape is like a 
Star,and his proportion like a heavenly Planet;and confft- 
eth of feven branches, in the outward parc broad; neer the 
sround narrow, and it is.as though it were heavie, of a ten- 
der fubftance, outwardly hot and moitt,-inwardly cold and 
dry. The left fide of it 1s cold and moift, the right fide hot 
and’ dry,andit is moft temperate’ as gold. Wherefore: his 
Elements cannot be feparated one from another asin other 
hearbs, but it may be purged from hits Feces, for his fixing 
tetteth thatthe Elements cannot’ be feparated, for the fire 
will afcend with the aire’by the Balveum; as we will hereaf- 
ter teach. The earth may be feparated from his Feces, and 
the Feces likewife from the fire and’ aire, although it hath 
not many dregs. Some Latine Writers call it Lingua avis, 
or Birds-tongue; fome callit Solsria of the Sun, of Lunaria 
itis called the Moon;-the Fleming calls it Sindow. Butthe old 
Wiggle i oP ; | Philofophers 


Philofophers have kept fecret the qualities as yet for the mar- 
vellous effe& it worketh. And itismarvell, faith Arwldus de 
Villa novathata man fhould die thateateth every day fome 
of it in his groffe fubfance, what. will ic then work when it 
is brought unto his finenefle, and cleanfed from his Feces? 
Je hath this great vertueinit, that if it be putinto a slaffe, 
whereinthere is poifon mingled with wine,or any other cup 
that is poifoned, ftraightwayes the glaffle will fle in Pieces, 
but if itbe a {tone pot of Alabafter, or fuch like, the Wine 
will fo boil, asthough there were a violent fire under it, and 
all the wine.will run out untill there be nothing left in the vef- 
fel: Alfo if any man carrie thishearb about him, and hap- 
pen on his enemies, they fhall have no power to hurt, but 
contrariwife to fhew him all kind of dutie. Alfo if any man 
bee bewitched either in bodie, or in his art, that is in Cook- 
erie, Brewing, or Baking, or,by any other meanes, this hearb 
carried about himmakes him free from the witchcraft. If it 
be alfo tyed upon the belly of a woman with child, the 
fhall ftraightwayes be delivered, although, the childe were 
dead and rotten within, asit hath been oftentimes proved. by 
experience. Thishearb.carried aboutone, or a little there- 
of every day eaten as long as it is ufed, preferveth a man from 
the Falling Sicknefle. Moreover, ifa man be taken with the 
Apoplexie, that his mouth be drawn afide, and his fpeech and 
fenfes taken from him, they fhall be all reftored again, if the 
fick drinke the juyce of this hearb ftreined, as hath been of- 
tentimes proved. . Moreover ific be hanged about the neck 
of one that is poffeffed ofa fpirit, fo long as he carrieth that 
about him, he fhall be quiet as a Lamb, and the power of the 
fpirit fhall be taken away. Make a proof,and you fhall find 
it true. The bleeding at the nofe is by and by ftayed, if you hold 
that hearb in your mouth. They that are wearied with travell, 
if they drink the juyce thereof in wine, they are by and by fo 
refrefhed, asif they had not laboured or. gone no journey, 
it doth comfort. the Sinews, Mufcles, Tendons, and all the 
whole nature. Woundsare alfo cured therewith, if.it be drunk 
tendaies together in Wine or Ale, if the wound be wafhed 


with the fame drinke, and bound up witha cloth wetin the 
: fame. 
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fame. The pain of the teeth, is by and by appeafed) ifthat 
hearb be laid unto it. Allthefe things have been often pro- 
ved and found true. If ic will doe fuch things while&t«t is 
yet hindred with his grofle matter, what will ic work when 
it is brought to his perfection ? My Son, know this for a truth 
that there is no hearb that grows upon the earth to be com- 
pared unto this in.ftrength and goodneffe, therefore take 


heed that you doe not nesled it, but diligently remember 
and' keep the fecret clofe from them that-are not of the na- 
ture of our children,’and from the ignorant. For if this 
hearb did not grow fo plentifully, and the properties there- 
of were known, it would be more ‘efteemed then gold or 
precious {tones,for the Effeds of the Quinteffence are mar- 
vellous, as hereafter fhall appeat. | 
Now there remaineth that we muft teach how to bring 
this hearb to his higheft degree, and to his Quinteffence. 
Firft, it is to be gathered, the fame “having his courfe in-his 
own houfe, that is in the Lion, and the Moon behold him 
with a finifter quadrate Afpect. «it isto be gathered whole, 
with roots, leaves and floures, fo that there be neither earth, 
dirt, nor other hearbs mingled withall. Neither muft it by 
amy means touch any water or be made moift. Therefore 
you muft take heed that you gather it not in rainie weather, 
or moift weather: but rather whenthe Sun doth. fhine hot- 
teft uponit, gather great ftoreof it,and {ftamp it well in a 
morter- of Marble, and put it ina Cxczrbite of ftone with a 
head and receiver luted ,and fetitin Balzeo,and diftil away 
all the water, untill ic be fo dry like pouder, and there will 
- rife together with the water of the colour of moft fine gold, 
which onely happeneth. in this hearb, and in none other,and 
when there remaineth'no more liquor, yet leave the cucur- 
bite forthree or four dayesin Ba/veo, and boil it night and 
day that all the motfture may be perfectly feparated and 
drawn away, then let’it cool; and take away the receiver, 
and {top it diligently, then takeoff the head, and take out 
the matter and beat-ic in a Marblemorter into’ moft fine 
powder that it may pafle through a thick fieve, put this pou- 
der againinto anearthen cucurbite, and pour on your ware!

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and aire,and ftir it with a woodden ladle, and cover the

you fhall have inthe receiver water and aire, take them away, 
and take the Veffel out of Ba/neo, and you fhall find remain- 
ing in the bottome like thiek Turpentine, and thatis the Ele- 
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ment of fire mingled with many Feces. Now the fire is to 
be feparated from the Feces in this manner, pour on-your wa- 


ter and aire uponthat from whence you draw tt, and ftir ic. 


with a fpoon,and-cover itwith a tile, and let it: fettle four 
dayes , and the Feces will fall into the bottome, and pour 
out foftly chat that is-clear into a‘clean cucurbite, that no 
Feces paife;withallftop the Veffel wherein the Fecesare,and 
fer ic by. But that Veffel that containeth the water fireand 
aire, fet it in Ba/weo witha head and'receiver fitted and well 
luted jand diftill the waterand aire in that fame degree. And 
when it will diftill no more, take-away the receiver: Let the 
veffel cool, and you fhall find inthe bottome your fire,which 
keep in his veffel wellttopped, and» pour in -yourewater and 
aite again upon thé Feces,from whence you did draw them; 
and ‘ftir them with afpoon, and fetic fettle four dayes,then 
pour it out foftly. from his Feces into the veffell that hold- 
eth your fire, fothat no Feces’be mingled withall, cover your 
veffell -wherein'your Feces remain, and fet ic up.» But your 
Veflel, wherein your water, air,.and “fire, is fet again in Balneo 
as: 1 fhewed you, and diftill away the water and aire, for they 
two doe alwaies pafle away together, and the fire remaineth 
in the bottome. Pour onthe water and air again upon the 
Feces, and! ftir it with a fpoon, then let it fettle four dayes, 
(this is now’the third repetition, whereby you have f{eparated 
the water and aite fromthe Feces,) and that which is clear 
pour odtinto the Veffel that holdeth your fire. Then put 
your Feces unto the firft which 1 bad:you keepyin the which 
your combuiftible oyle is. For now you have drawn your fire 
out of your Feces: therefore diftill your water with the air, 
and when it will diftil! no more, take away your Veffell, and 
you fhall finde in the bottome the Element of fire not yet 
pure, but *foul-and full of dregs, pour on therefore the 
water and air. again, and ftir it well with a fpoon or la- 
die, cover it, andlet’ it ftand, and fertle four dayes, then pour 
outthat whichis clearinto another clean veffelyand fet afide 
the Veffel wherein your Feces are. But the Veflel wherein 
your fire, water, and oyle are, fet it in Balneo to diftill as 
long as it will diftil,chen take ic out, and pour the a 
| tille 
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{tilled into the veffell where yourfeces are, and. doe asI taughe 
you to work with thefeccs, untillyou have your clementof fre 
Without any feculent or groffe {ubftance, ? 

Ween you have.diftilled away the water and air from che fire, 
and {offered it to fettle fourdayes , and that all be clear without 
any feces, then fhall you have your pure fire. Therefore put all 
your feces together unto your firft feces, where.your combuftbile 
oyleis.. Afterward takea great Cucurbite of clafle, and put all 
your three Elements into it, ard fetit inafhes witha Limbeck 
and a Receiver fitted and luted, and kindlea gentle fire, firhin 
your furnace, and increafe it more and more, untill the fireand ait 
be paffed,and chat your Limbeck begin to wax red within. Then 
make the heat of your firemoderate, untill all your element of 
fire be pafied, and the head red like bloud, and the water and air 
fhall {wim uponitlike oyle: by this meanes thefe three Elements 
fall be brought to their higheft effence, and be perfe@tly rectified. 
Take away the Receiver, and ftopit diligently , vorill your earth 
be prepared, and know, that in the dult and feces there remaineth 
yet .acombuftible oyle, which youmay extract by a difcenfory, if 
you will, It is good again{t the cold Gout, for Members benom- 
med, andSinews teomuch mollified. Ifthoube weary of this 

labour, put this powder orfecesinto a reverberatory, that they 
may bemingled with a gentle fire, untill it beas whiteas {now ; 
which being dene, put itintoa large cucurbite of {tone, and pour 
on agreat quantity of water twice diftilled, itis not materiall 
how much water youpour on, and {tir ic well witha woodden 
ladle or fpeon five or fixtimes., alwayes cover it diligently with 
atile, and after four dayes {ufter it to cool, andler it {tand four 
dayes and fertle, then pour out the cleer from the feces. warilyinto 
another clean. veflell, and pour on frefh diftilled waters before, 
ftir it with your {poon, and keep it two dayesin Ba/neo as bcfore, 
then fufter it tocooland fetcle , and pour out the clear fromthe 
feces, and pue itto the firft water ; doe this the third time, and 

then caftaway the feces, for they are good for nothing: All your 

waters that you have drawn, diftill by Badneo, or, for. themore 

fpeed, by afhes, chat allthe water may tife,: and that there remain 

inthe boctome adufty marcer, pour on diftilled warer.again, ftir 
it, and keep itin Balseo by the keg fourand twenty OUTS, 
vita then 
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then let it cooland feedle, and pourout that which is clear gently 
from the feces - Pourée on again more common water pethéem, 
and ftirtt, fecicin Ba/seo ten’ ortwelve houres, take it'oat, let it 
fettle, and poure the clear‘anto’ the fir water; and‘¢aft away the 
feces they ate nothing worth. Repeat this work fo often, untill 
there remainno feces after’ it hath fetled. Then fhall you: have 
your earth rectified fromy alt his feces, which you flail congeal’and 
dry, thaticmaybelike powder or duft:" Then joyn that with your 
other. elements in’ the glaffe, and ie will {traighe ‘tefolveé'inco his 
element , for the-elemént of water is there prefer: ferthéem all 
covether ina furnace uponafhes, put on aHead witha Récéiver 
well‘luted’; the kead mult have a Holein the top, ‘that witha fun- 
nélf the liqueur mzy be poured in,and'alwayes {topped fafely. Make 
your fite in your furnace firft gentle, afterward gteater, untill that, 
that is fermented, doe paffe’; bat all isnot to be drawn out, but 
about half'a féxtary of the liquour with the water, that the matter 
fay remain moift ; for if you fhould drive our all, “it would eon 
geale jatoat hard maffe, and break the glaffe in thefurnacé.: Then 
opén the helewhich isin the rop of the Head: ; and! wich’ afunnell 
poure itt that: which is in ‘the Receiver ; ‘burt firfe it mult bemade 
warm, feaft by pouring in the cold liquonr the glaffe’ doe break, 
Batifyou futker the glaffe to cool; you may poure it in Without any 
danger.” Repéat this inbibition ten or cwelve times) afcerwatd 
AHP One whirloever’ will be ‘ditfied; fo lone av any thine will 
palfe bythe neck of the Limbeck: ‘Por after chis tench: dilville: 
tion, the earth will be no more congealed , bur will reft in’ the 
bottome' like a red -golden Oil. Inbibe tragain’) pouring’on the 
fiquour, and diftdling it uncill all the eleiients paffe together by 
the Limbeck; ‘and that nothing acall doe remaitiin the bottomeof 
che’ véffell.’’’ Then give thanks to God for-his marvellous gifts; 
which fe hath diftribuced ‘unto ‘his Philofophers , and hath given 
thenr fo great knowledge of things as they uttered in this work; 
whichis altogecher heavenly, and rather divine then hustane: 
Fot itis agrear marvell inthis life, that mans underftanding'can 
bring thefe inferiour things to fo great perfection that they have 
attained; even tothe highelt deeree of vereue.’ Trulyit is the work 
of the Holy Ghoft; which hath put it into the mindes of men. For 
I docaffirm, that whofoever hath this hearb fo prepared, . that he 


may. 
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may help all the infirmities ofmans body , whether they be 
curable or uncurable, except natural! death, which is ordained 
before unto every manof God. Yea, thisT dare be bold to 
fay,that if aman doe ufe daily the weight of one fcruple of this 
Quinteffence, or the Quinteffence of Sugar,and potable Gold, 
wherein Pearlesare difflolved , orthe Quinteflence.ofSelan- 
dine, thatman by Gods help fhall not die before the day of 
the great judgement; for the humours in mans body can by 
no meanes predominate one over another , as inthe thirty fix 
Chapter of Vegetals istaught, whereistreated of the Quint- 
effence of all Medicinall thirfgs, and there it is fhewed, that by 


- Gods help the life of man may_be prolonged even untill that 


day, void and. free from all difeafes and fickneffe. And fur- 
ther, that man.may be preferved in the ftate he was in at thirty 
yeares ofage., and.in the fame ftrengthand force of wit ; and 
upon that. doe all the Philofophers agree, that a man may con- 
tinue inthe fame ftate as long as inan earthly Paradife. This 
is fo plainly and at large fhewed in that Chapter, that wilf you, 
nill you, you. fhall be inforced to conceive itin yourmind to 
beleeve it, and to confeffe irto be true: Therefore it is not 
needfull to reafon much of the force and qualities of this 
Quinteffence,but whatfoever difeafe a man be infected withall, 
sive him to drink with Wine fo much. of this Quinteffence as 
a nutthell will hold, and in fhort {pace he fhall be healed; jas it 
were miraculoufly, according as the difeafe is, violent or gen- 
tle. Butif you give this Quinteflence to drink, mixed with the 
Juinteffence of Sugar, with potable Gold,wherein Pearles are 
diffolved, and withthe Quiateflence ofSelandine, within one 
day you fhall cure all, the difeafes whatfoever they be; here- 
by it doth appear, thavit is rather a divine work then humane. 
Therefore give God. the praife,, and cake heed that youdoe, 
notutterthis fecret, for Lyrantswould by that means prolong 
their lives, thatthey might:bring to paffe their wicked pur-. 


-pofes, whereof both you and J fhould be the occafion. ‘There> 


fore keep. it fecret,,for it is one.of the greateft fécrets amoneft, 
all the vegetals., whereuntono treafure may be compared. ° 
Work therefore, and diftribute liberally unto.the poor, and 
God thall give thee erernall felicity. | pay .

i isan old and truefaying of he Poet’, thatthereis nothing 
more imperious than an ignorantman , which thinketh no- 
thing well done, butthat-he doth: himfelf, which thing, asit 
may be feen inmany other Arts ,, yet molt efpecially in this, 
which is called the.Spagyrick Art. For we fee every where cer- 
tain men’, I know not what they be, puffed up witha certain 
barbareusand foolifh pride, which with great fcorne inveigh 
againft thofe Medicines which are drawn out of the metalline 
Mines: which notwithftanding it isapparent were inufe,and 
had in great eftimation with the cheif antient Phifitians, as 
we have declared in that book, which we have fet forth of the” 
Spagyrick preparation of Medicines. And what;I pray you, is 


thecaufe of this anger, or rather madneffe, but that (as they 


themfelves confeffe ) they know not the preparation of them? 
O happy Arts , if onely Artificers might jadge of them.as Fa- 
bius isreported fometimesto have fd: Then: are they un- 
happy, of whom the ignorant and unlearned fear not fo rath- 
ly to give judgement, which never yet underftood from whence, 
or why, this is called the Spagyrick Art; which learned'men of 
two greek wordshave fo named; becaufe by that Att a certain 
fubtill and f{pirituall nature is drawn, gathered, and prefled out,’ 
wherein the force and effect of the Medicine doth cheifly con= 
fift; the great and incomparable commodity whereof,’ as it’ 
appeareth in many other difeafes , fo fhall it cheifly beknown’ 
in curing wounds by gun-fhor: AsTI traft ( God willing ) it 
fhal! much more happily be tried and found out, by the pre- 
parations of Medicines. animall, vegetable, and minerall, and ° 
by other Effences. drawn out of Mercury, Sulphur, Vitriol, 
Arfenick,' Iron,. Copper, Lead, and Litarge;, and alfo out of 
Antimony , and fach other minerals ; as alfo'out of the groffe 
and fat bodies of fimple metals, of whom itis farre off,’ that 
the force fhould be fo. great ( although the antient Phifitians 
have ufed them to cure Wounds.and Ulcers , as their Me ngs 
ae: 
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doe teftifie ) asthe force of their {pirits, which may be called; 


as it were, their foules: But peradventure fome of thofe back- 


biters will fay ,: why are: not we content with thofe Medicines 
and Remedies, which the learned .Antiquity. hath delivered 
unto us, and that Hyppocrates and Gallen, the antient Pillars of 
our Art, and others, have fet forth in their Monuments ? why 
feek we new wayes never heard of before ,. efpecially unknown 
to the Apothecaries 2. But fome of us. willanfwer , thatthe 
onely remedy of AZercury precipitate, is the onely remedy (to 
paffe over other ) which very lately they have begun. to ufe 
in curing of Wounds by gun-fhor , and other maligne Ulcers, 
were fufficient to anfwer.this their queftion,yea,and to reprove. 
their folly joyned with intollerable pride. But if authority be 
asked for,I think Gener, Guinrer, Andernack,Severine, (to pafle 
ever a great many other) -will be for us of great authority with 
the learned, as thefe flanderers ; efpecially, becaufe the learn- 
ing of thefe famous menis’‘confirmed by their learned Wri- 
tings and Monuments, that thofe tongues might count it a 
sreat honourunto them, to.confefle themfelves their Schol- 
Jers. it were eafie forme to bring forth many~other argu- 
ments, if 1 did not {cethe folly of thefe back-biters to be: fo 
great, whereof truly I am afhamed., efpecially when] behold 
fome of their:books lately fet forth, wherein, contrary to the 
purpofe of the Treatife, {trange things are inforced, that. ( as 
the old Proverb faith) the ointment feemeth to, confift. in 
nothing; as though they ‘pertain to the purpofed treating of 
curing the Gout certain invective digreffions I know not 
what of the beginning of things, of the ortginall of metals and 
Philofophers {tone-( which ofthem is called -Aforo/ophocus } 
or did in any point-{eem to agree with it. Therefore-again 
and again] am inforced to cry out, O happy Arts, if onely. 
Artificers might judge -of them. . How farre- unlike was. the 
purpofe of many old men, thewhich tf they. were-ignorant of 
any thing, whichthey underftood: was known of others, even 
in farre diftant Countries,: they {pared no labour to soe fee 
them: P/atoinflamed withdefire to-learn thofe things which 
he knew not, wentinto egypt, and after to Tarentum; to Ar- 


chitas;.and over all sa/y,: to hear the other Pythagorical Phi-. 


lofophers, , 
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lofophers + Apollonius: Tyanius travelled through» the king- 
dome of Perfiz, and pafled over the Mountain Caaca/us, and 
vifited the A/banet,Scythians, Maffagets, and all the rich king+ 
domes of Jvdia ; afterwardswas: carried unto: the Brachmanes; 
and heard Parebas in his chaire of gold difputing:of the hidden 
caufes of things, andof che hidden myftertes of nature ; from 
thence by the Elamites, Babylonians, Chaldees, Medes, Affri- 
wi, Arabians, and Paleftines, he returned to Alexandria, and 
from thence wetit into Erbiopia to hearthe Gymnofophifts, and 
to learn their fecret and hidden Arts.) This vertue is truly to 
be followed , and not the {luggifhneffe of thofe flouthful fol- 
flowers, which having fcarce once moved their foot from their 
eouiitty fires, yet will difallow this Spagerick Art, and: think 
no farther labour to bestakenin fearching of the truth,’ when 
hotwithftanding , that Art doth make ‘open unto us the mare 
vellous and ‘hidden fecrets of nature; neither inmy judge: 
ment ate they unworthily contemned> of: thofe, which with 
their manifold perils and travels have fought outthofe fecrets 
ofnature. ° But, T prayyou, what foolifhneffe is this, toforbid 
us ‘toufe any other Medicines, then thofe which were known’ 
in oldtime? As though Rhabarbe, then which no Medietne 
is more in ufe this day, then were known to the old Phifitians : 
Further; to what purpofe is ic, that they object untous the Sul- 
 phury metalline venomousiftinks (as they callthem), by whofe 
fmell’ and’ drawit» breath »(forcthefe ave their contumelious 
words’) they be, almoft ftrangled that: come into the dens of 
thofe Cyclops 2: But isit unknown unto thofe flanderers and 
Sycophants, that the old Phifitians made very many Medicines 
ofmoft filthy-things, as ofthe filth of the eares, fweat of the 
body,of womens menftrues °( and that whichis horrible.to be 
fpoken’) .of the dung of man and other beafts, *Spittle, Urine, 
Flies, Mice, ‘theathes of an Owles head, the hoves of Goats 
and Affes; the Wormes ofa rotten:tree, and the fcurfe of 
Males,asimay be gathered out ofthe Writingsof Galen Aétins; 
cE pinét ay Ditfcor. Marcel: PlinSergp. to paffe the metallines, 
which itis evident they did alfoufes Truly, whenJ confider 
with my felf the pride of thefe fooles, which dufdaim this me- 
talline part of Phyfick, which after, their manner .contume- 
Sioufly, 
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lioufly they calf Chymericam, and therefore can neither: help 
their own, nor mamy other difeafes: I callto minde a Sto- 


rie, peradventure known unto them of Herachto Ephefio,wlich’ 


being fick of a-dropfie, defpifiig tite help of Phyfitians, an- 
nointing himfelf over with cow-dung, fet himfelf inthe Sun 
to. drie, and falling afleep was torn in pieces of dogs 7 but 
thefe are more then fufficiently anfwered unto thefe fools 
and flanderers. | 

Now 1 will declare what imy purpofe and {cope in the 
Treatife ! verily to preferibe plainly hereafter, not thofe things 
which are already common, or (as it is commonly faid)known 
to blind menarid Barbers, left T' might feem to imitate thofe 
that vfe to write Rbxb/odias', and heaps, but the method and 
way of preparing Medicines by Spagerick art, that: pertain 
unto Gunfhot, which F-know are’yet Unknown unto many 
Phyfitiaris and Chirurgians,’ And this Tcan truly confeffe, 
that I am induced fortwo caufes to doe it: Firft,- to provoke 
thofe that are better learned, ifthey have any better: Medi- 
cines to utter thé as*alfo that “E mighe {pecially help. my 
countrié’ and ‘mankifide? ‘unto’ the whieh'( the ‘more isthe 
grief ) there is. too much need of thofe kinde of Medicines 
in thefée moft lamentable and cruelf tities, wherein it hath fo 
long been bloudded with domeftical’ and civil wars ; but to 
incounter with their flanders’which®cry out, that thefe kind 
of Médicines doe ‘not: onely’ require’ lung’ and difficile: pre- 
paration, but alfo that they ate‘fo'dear'that every ‘one ‘can- 
noteafily ufe them. 1, have thought good therefore firtt 
to fet down common Medicines: and then to céme to’ thofe 
which I doe far moré efteem';’ as indeed they are’ fat 
more excellent then the othér) as by their preparation ‘you 
may know. Albeit alfo I have determined‘ to have confide- 
ration of the poor and common Souldier, and to fet down 
them apart thatfhall help the rich. : 


Therefore the Chirurgiatis are to be admonifhed that when’ 
they goe into the watres,that they take with them thefethings .

Thefe potions for Wounds, although they drive not out the 


‘Aumours downwards, yet prevail they very muchto cleanfe 


Wounds, becaufe they cleanfe fuperfiuous humours, and the 
blood from all filth,and by a:certain marvellous quality where- 
with they excel, they knitthe broken bones, and help the fi- 
news thatare hurt by Wounds, and helping nature, they ac 
the laft fill the Wound with flefh, and clofethem up without 
ufing any other remedy : whenas I fawin Germany, the mar- 
vellous and almoft incredible effect which came bythe ufe of 
thefe potions, even in curing defperate Ulcers, J thought it 
not meet to paffe over the mention ofthem, and that fo much 
the rather , .becaufe I knewthe ufe of them in time paft was al- 
lowed, but now, through the negligence of Phifitians: to be 
almoft gfown out ofufe. Alfol have experienced thofe poti- 
onsto betaken, not onely as Medicines, but alfo as nourifh- 
ments, and to help all the’ paffions and incommodities where- 
unto Wounds are fubje@. The Simples whereof the Medicines 
are made, are thefe : .
